* In England, the traditional Lenten fast was not only a matter of private religious observance, but enforced public 
practice. The prohibition of eating or selling meat on designated fasting days (referred to as "fish-days" in this broadside) 
was backed up by statutory and royal authority and, beginning in 1632 under Charles I, somewhat strictly enforced. OCLC 
locates 3 copies of this broadside in North America (Harvard, Yale, Huntington Library).

The rebels mentioned in Foster's title were 
prominent participants in the Jacobite Rebellion of 1745. The discourses are "High Treason," "Of Homicide," "Of 
Accomplices in High Treason and Other Capital Offenses" and "Observations on Some Passages in The Writings of Lord 
Chief Justice Hale" (i.e. his History of the Pleas of the Crown).

The annotator, Maigne Sauzinet, 
was a Riom jurist. His extensive interpretative annotations include 26 additional leaves with alphabetical tables and notes 
elaborating on sections of the laws and referencing later statutes. (The latest date in the notes is 1813.) Together, they 
provide an in-depth look at the evolution and reception of the law in the Napoleonic era.

With De Mari Libero and 
the Annotata in Epistolam Pauliad Philemonem, a commentary on St. Paul's Epistle to Philemon. First published in Paris in 
1625, it established the system of modern public international law, based on the concept of "droit naturel," a morality- 
based law that superseded the laws of individuals or nations. Though based on Christian natural law, Grotius advanced the 
novel argument that his system would still be valid if it lacked a divine basis. In this regard Grotius pointed to the future 
by moving international law in a secular direction. De Hooge was an important Dutch artist best known for his engravings 
and etchings. He also produced illustrations for books, and his work can be found in some of the most important texts of 
the period.

Ultimately, its proposals were not 
adopted, but the report remains important for its ambitious scope and humane, enlightened ideas regarding the treatment 
of crime and criminals.

Twysden. Lambard(e), a barrister and legal historian, was the keeper of records at the Rolls Chapel and the Tower of 
London. First published in 1568, this collection of Anglo-Saxon laws presents the original Anglo-Saxon texts and Latin 
translations in parallel columns. This edition also includes the laws of William I in Norman and Latin, the law of Henry I 
in Latin and a glossary from a manuscript in the Monastery of St. Augustine. As Holdsworth observed, it is a significant 
work because it "restored the forgotten Anglo-Saxon laws to the students of the common law. Because they had a direct 
bearing upon constitutional and legal antiquities, they could be pressed into the service of those who fought the battle of 
the constitution in the following century...[A]nd they enabled pedigrees of our institutions and our laws to be traced back 
to an antiquity sufficiently remote and obscure to justify many ingenious deductions as to their rightful relations and 
proper sphere in the modern state."

* Second and final edition. The Мапизтт, or Laws of Manu, is an important statement of Hindu law. Attributed to Manu, 
the progenitor of humanity in Hindu theology, it was compiled in its final form around 200 BCE. It is a collection of laws 
governing individuals, communities and nations and is an important (and somewhat controversial) source of information 
about the caste system and the status of women. This work achieved its international prominence through Jones's 
translation. First published in 1794, it was the first unabridged version in English. Jones, the able judge of the High Court 
of Calcutta and brilliant linguist, was attracted to this work because of its structural similarities to the Institutes of Justinian. 
Intending to establish Manu as the Justinian of India, he intended to follow this translation with translations of other texts 
that resembled other parts of the Corpus Juris Civilis. Unfortunately, he did not live long enough to complete this project.

* Only edition. The last compilation of New Jersey's colonial-era laws, commonly referred to as Allinson's Laws, provides 
a portrait of life in New Jersey from 1702 to the landmark year, 1776. It addresses several topics that relate to the 
American Revolution, such as the regulation of ammunition and militias. Also included are laws regulating private gun 
ownership, such as "An Act for the preservation of Deer and other Game, and to prevent trespassing with Guns." Isaac 
Collins was known for the excellence of his work. After the death of the appointed printer "to the Kings Most Excellent 
Majesty" James Parker in 1770, Collins acquired Parker's business. He achieved additional renown in 1777 as the printer of 
The New Jersey Gazette, the first regularly published weekly newspaper in the state. 

According to a note on the front free endpaper, our copy was owned by Abraham Staats, a member of a prominent early 
New Netherland family, and lent to Peter Dumont Vroom in 1786. Vroom served as a colonel during the Revolutionary 
War and his son, Peter Dumont Vroom, Jr., would go on to be the ninth governor of New Jersey. As Felcone points out, 
all copies have manuscript corrections that were probably executed in Collins's shop. Due to shortages, the quality of the 
paper varied considerably from copy to copy, and accordingly all copies have different degrees of foxing and toning 
between gatherings.

The present edition, printed by Hugh Gaine, was edited by eminent colonial lawyer Peter Van 
Schaack and was the first to include the Ten Pound Act and New York's militia law. Both 1788 editions are significant 
because they were the first published after the ratification of the Constitution and "adapted to the United States of 
America."

More important, by combining these works and filling the gaps with original entries he was able to create a dictionary that 
covered the whole language of the law. Vicat's definitions are brief, but they contain comprehensive reference to 
authorities and texts, as well as conjugations, common phrases using the words, metaphors, alternate definitions and 
antonyms. Vicat was a jurist and the director of the University of Lausanne's library from 1749 to 1762. A pioneer in 
library science, he was the first to issue a printed catalogue.

The first compilation to use the 
title Corpus Juris Hungarici was published in 1696 by Marton Szentiványi; later editions, such as outs, also include the Praxis 
Criminals of Ferdinand III. Though later editions were known to be defective, the Corpus Juris Hungarici maintained its 
authority by frequent use in the courts and provided the basis of Hungarian law until 1848.
